William Marcy Tweed, called "Boss" by everyone in New York’s 
Tammany Hall machine, remarked on his way to prison on charges of 
corruption that it wasn’t the daily newspaper stories that did 
him in. It was "Those damned pictures," he said, referring to 
editorial cartoonist Thomas Nast’s razor-like lampoons. 


A century later, the art is still very much alive, 
especially here in Arizona, where the events of the past 18 
months have been a virtual petri dish for the likes of David 
Fitzsimmons, editorial cartoonist for the Arizona Daily Star. 


Fitzsimmons, or "Fitz," is a product of the University of 
Arizona, who plied his trade at the Virginian Pilot for two years 
before moving back to Tucson in 1986. Last year, Fitz won the 
top award from the Arizona Press Club, and was a finalist for the 
1987 Pulitzer Prize, both for political cartooning at the Star. 


But with the passing of an era -- the administration of our 
erstwhile "Guv Ev" -- Fitz is a man in mourning. The poetic 
moments at press conferences, the graceful demeanor of the chief 
executive and his roundtable of devoted servants, their dramatic 
motto, "If you can’t deal with Mecham, you just can’t deal" -- 
indeed, Fitz, Camelot is lost.
